Three of the insurgent members of 
the Board of Councllmen are said to 
have gone over to the Administration, 
which practhuliy iivsures the passage 
of the ordinance providing a 1500 li¬ 
cense for saloons. The measure will 
oime up to-night at a special meeting 
called by the Mayor. Saloon men are 
stall hopeful that they will be enabled 
to effect a com promise on a $300 license, 
but this Is not probable. In case the 
high-license measure passes, the mid¬ 
night-closing ordinance will be per¬ 
mitted to die In the Board of Aldermen, 
It Is satd. 

The night riders who raided Hopkins¬ 
ville are said to be panic stricken over 
the determined stand to bring them to 
Justice. Many who are under suspicion 
are said to have left the country- Some 
are seeking a compromise, while oth¬ 
ers threaten business boycotts and an¬ 
other raid. The lawless element is de¬ 
manding that no more negro laborers 
be employed on the farms of Christian, 
Trigg and Caldwell counties, and 
threatening notes are being received by 
farmers. The city of Hopkinsville 
gave a banquet In honor of Company 
H, First Kentucky regiment. 


Surgeon General Rixey, of the Navy, 
In response to many inquiries In regard 
to the resignation of Admiral Brown- 
son as Chief of the Bureau of Naviga¬ 
tion, gave out a statement as to the 
hospital ship Relief, which has figured 
prominently in the episode. While dis¬ 
claiming any knowledge as to the exact 
cause of Admiral Brownson’s resigna¬ 
tion, the Surgeon General’s statement 
leaves scarcely a doubt that friction 
between the Bureau of Navigation and 
the Medical Department of the navy 
was a potent factor. 


The action of the transcontinental 
railroads In discharging hundreds of 
Mexican laborers at Los Angeles has 
caused considerable suffering among 
the families of the discharged men. It 
is estimated that about 800 men were 
let out. Moat of them have families, 
and nearly ail are without money. An 
effort will be made to charter a freight 
train and send to Mexico as many as 
desire to go. 

Lawrence Delmour, of New* York, 
who, until he retired from politics sev¬ 
eral years ago, was one of the most 
prominent members of Tammany Hall, 
died of the grip. Delmour w a s sixty- 
nine years of age, and at one time was 
looked upon as a political confidant of 
Richard Croker. His natural reticence 
earned him the sobriquet of “ Whisper¬ 
ing Larry." 

The United Hebrew Chari ties, of New 
York, the largest Jewish charitable or¬ 
ganisation in the United States, which 
has annually extended aid to over 8,000 
families In that city, comprising over 
85.000 individuals, has closed its doors 
for the first time in its history for lack 
of funds.

—Now that a special term of the Chris¬ 
tian Circuit Court has been ordered for 
the purpose of rigidly investigatlng the 
recent raid of the night riders on Hop¬ 
kinsville. the local authorities and Gov. 
Willson have made It plain that neither 
effort nor cost will be spared to track 
down and put in the penitentiary any 
one of the masked marauders, there 
are abundant indications of a panic 
among the riders and their friends. In 
certain localities there has been, it is 
bald, an exodus of persons under sus¬ 
picion. and from other quarters come 
persistent suggestions of an agreement 
that ought to be entered into between 
tobacco raisers and buyers which would 
safeguard the future of persons who 
have actually come forward as the rep¬ 
resentatives of the night riders to ef¬ 
fect a compromise in reference to the 
legal proceedings Just ahead. There is 
no end of advice and suggestions along 
this line, coupled with veiled threats of 
business boycots and even of another 
Invasion by night. 

There Is no disposition whatever 
among the good citizens of Hopkinsville 
to compromise with lawlessness, how¬ 
ever pleasing it would be to have the 
tobacco faction adjust their business 
differences. It Is generally known that 
much and Important evidence agijlnst 
the night riders has already been se¬ 
cured and that the prospect of a com¬ 
plete revelation of the membership se¬ 
crets of the lawless band is altogether 
favorable.

LETTER OF EXPLANATION.

These threats are causing considerable 
uneasiness both to the negroes and to 
the farmers. The scarcity of farm la¬ 
bor has been a serious problem for 
some time. The notes are believed to 
be sent by that class of the ntght-rider 
organization which comes in competi¬ 
tion with the negro labor.

CHARGED WITH BORROWING 
MONEY FOR HIMSELF ON SE¬ 
CURITIES OF BANK. 


Durango. Col.. Dec. 25. — Ch tries E. 
McConnell, president of the Smelter 
City Bank, which closed Its doors De¬ 
cember 17, was to-ntglit placed under 
arresL The warrant upon wh'ch he 
was arrested was sworn by Harry 
Jackson, a depositor of tho bank, who 
had $3,400 on deposit when the institu¬ 
tion closed tas doors. 

The committee which has been ev- 
amining the bonk to-day found that 
on December 12. Mr. McConn?il had 
borrowed $10,000 In caah from th^ Fi»st 
National Bunk of Durango, and hud 
given securities from his bank ”or the 
money, but the books of the S.m irer 
City Bank did not show that $lv,000 
had been placed on deposit there. 

The committee sent for McConnell 
and questioned him for several hours. 
After the conference Mr. McConnell 
was pl aced under arrest. _ 

TAGGART AND PARTY 

GOING TO DENVER. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 25.—Leaving a let¬ 
ter stating that they had died for love, 
George A. Green, aged thirty-five years, 
early to-day shot and probably fatally 
wounded Miss Edith Wonderly. aged 
twenty-1 wo years, and then turned tho 
revolver upon himself, inflicting prob¬ 
ably fatal wounds. Green Is married, 
but is separated from his wife. In a 
letter which is addressed to the Phila¬ 
delphia newspapers, Green attacks his 
wife and among other things says: 

"To-day I am going to kill myself 
and a true, loving friend, as my letter 
and hers will show. We died for love, 
which was denied us by her dear moth¬ 
er. This is the only girl I ever loved. 
We have promised before God we could 
never 11 vo apart. This Is our secret.” 

No letters were found In the clothing 
of the girl. The mother of Miss Won¬ 
derly had refused Green permission to 
visit her home, and the police believe 
Green and the girl entered a pact to 
die together. 

After shooting the girl twloe. one bul¬ 
let entering the mouth and the other 
taking effect in the cheek. Green 
walked some distance from her and 
shot himself |n the head. No one wit¬ 
nessed the occurrence, but the shots 
attracted the police. The police and 
physicians endeavored to secure a state¬ 
ment from the girl before she lapsed 
Into unconsciousness, but she refused 
to talk. Owing to Green’s condition, no 
attempt wns mwde to secure a state¬ 
ment from him. 

The hospital physicians after many 
attempts this afternoon extracted the 
two bullets which took effect In Miss 
Wonderly, and while her conditions is 
still serious, they say that they have 
hopes of saving her life. The doctors 
made several attempts to remow the 
bullet from Green's head, but without 
success. The shooting occurred on the 
sidewalk in the northern part of the 
city, a fashionable residential section, 
and lias caused much comment.

SAILORS ATTEMPT 

MUTINY AT SEA. 


Captain of Mexican Pacific Liner 
Tells Harrowing Tale of 
Adventures. 


Goldfield. Nev.. Dec. 25.—To carry the 
fight into the Federal Court will be the 
next move of the Goldfield Mine Own¬ 
ers’ Association. To-morrow a suit 
will be filed in the United States Court 
of the Dlsyict of Nevada, asking not 
only for an injunction against picket¬ 
ing and Interfering with, but for the 
final dissolution of the Goldfield Miners* 
Union. 

The suit is to be filed by the Gold¬ 
field Consolidated Mine Company 
ogaJnst the Goldfield miners, the West : 
ern Federation of Miners, Charles A. 
Mackinson. president of the local union, 
and nineteen other officers of the samo 
oranizatlon. The complaint sots forth 
the alleged vast extent and richness of 
the raining Interests involved arid the 
large number of persons holding shares 
in the mines in various States and Ter¬ 
ritories; alleges that the Goldfield 
Miners’ Union and the Western Fed¬ 
eration of Miners are unincorporated, 
and that it is claimed to be a part of 
another larger organization known as 
the Industrial Workers of the World, 
also unincorporated, which has the 
same principles and seeks to accomplish 
its results by the same alleged unlaw¬ 
ful methods, and has In Its ranks ns 
members of these associations not only 
the miners of the Goldfield district, but 
other laborers, such as waIters, clerks, 
cooks, barbers and barkeepers.

It is furtheer alleged that the West¬ 
ern Federation of Miners is organized 
for the destruction of property and 
creating “endless strife, discord, blood¬ 
shed and rioting.” 

The Goldfield Union is charged in the 
bill with intimidation and of being 
guilty of wanton destruction of prop¬ 
erty. murder of Innocent citizens, law¬ 
lessness and anarchy to such an ex¬ 
tent that It has Instituted a reign of 
terror In the Goldfield district.

ADMIRAL EVANS’ CREWS CELE¬ 
BRATE AT PORT OF SPAIN. 


THOUSANDS OF BLUEJACKETS. 
GIVEN SHORE LEAVE 


ON THEIR GOOD BEHAVIOR. 


Mexico City, Dec. 25.—Details of a 
’thrilling adventure in which a handful 
of determined officers and a well- 
known member of the British colony 
here, held insubjection and placed in 
chain* a full complement of sailors of 
the steamship Lonchtls. who had mu¬ 
tinied on the high seas. Just reached 
this capital. When the ship arrived 
at the port of Soli mi Cruz, she was 
managed only by her officers, the crew 
being in Irons. 

According to the captain, rapid action 
had been taken upon the development 
of the first signs of mutiny and, as¬ 
sisted by his other officers and a pas¬ 
senger. A W. Donley, all of whom 
were heavily armed with firearms, 
spikes and other weapons, they mount¬ 
ed the bridge and, covering the dis¬ 
contented crew, forced them into sub¬ 
jugation. The officers then bound the 
men hand and foot and kept them in 
captivity until they w’ere delivered to 
the port authorities.

TRAGIC COLLISION 

OFF CAPE HORN 


AMERICAN SHIP ATLAS SINKS 
THE BARK VIKING. 


FATED CRAFT’S CAPTAIN AND 
WIFE DROWNED. 


MUTINY FOLLOWS AT SEA. 


San Francisco, Dec. 25.—The Ameri¬ 
can ship Atlas dropped anchor here 
last night. 275 days out from Baltimore. 
It ended a voyage made tragic by col¬ 
lision off Cape Horn, attended by the 
sinking of another vessel, the drown¬ 
ing of the fated craft's captain and the 
captain’s wife, mutiny on its own decks 
and death among Its crew. 

On June 6 at 6 p. m. the Atlas struck 
the Norwegian bark Viking, Capt. Pet¬ 
erson, bound from Hamburg to Callao. 
Both were badly damaged by the con¬ 
tact, out the bark farrxi worse. In the 
terror of the night thirteen of the crew 
of the Norwegian bark boarded the 
American Bhlp, crawling over tangled 
shrouds and dangling booms. But 
Capt. Peterson and his wife were not 
among those w*ho made the dangerous 
transit. It was too dark to render aid, 
though the Atlas stood by during the 
night and next morning the Viking had 
disappeared. 

The Atlas put Into Rio do Janeiro 
for repairs, leaking badly. On the way 
to this port a mutiny took place among 
tho crew* over some trouble with the 
mate, but It w-aw easily quelled. 

Before the collision off Cape Horn 
three of the ship’s company met death. 
On May 23 J. Schumacher and Charles 
Nolan, seamen, fell from the Jib boom 
and were drowned. On June 15 John 
Hook, aallmaker. died and was burled 
at sea. When the ship arrived yester¬ 
day the captain’s son and the third of¬ 
ficer were III and the vessel was or¬ 
dered into quarantine. 

The Atlas had a cargo of coal for 
the United States Government. The 
vessel had been 120 days out from Rio 
de Janeiro and was overdue. Reinsur¬ 
ance had been offered at 10 per cent. 

The Viking was a new bark of 2.541 
tons. Nothing had been heard of it 
after It began Its last voyage until the 
Atlas brought in the tidings Inst night. 


HIGH LICENSE 
SEEMS CERTAIN 


Three Councilmen Won Over 
By Administration 


Others Wavering and May 
Fall Into Line To-day. 


Saloonraen Are Anxious To 
Effect Compromise. 


SPECIAL MEETING TO NIGHT. 


Members of the Board of Councilman 
w'ho have been opposing the high-li¬ 
cense measure were reticent yesterday 
when asked what their stand likely will 
be when a final attempt is made to¬ 
night to resurrect the ordinance. They 
seemed uncertain and uneasy, and were 
apparently all at sea as to how they 
should vote in the matter. The Impres¬ 
sion prevails, however, that an attempt 
will be made on the part of ihe in¬ 
surgents to effect a compromise with 
the Adminlatration forces on the basis 
of a $300 license fee. with the under¬ 
standing that the Board of Aldermen 
will kill the midnight-closing ordi¬ 
nance. 

As the result of Mayor Grlnstead’s 
call for a special meeting of tho Gen¬ 
eral Council to-night. It is likely that 
considerable lobbying will be Indulged 
In about the City Hall to-day. Yester¬ 
day, having been Christmas, little 
work In that direction w-as attempted. 
The Mayor and the members of his 
General Council were inclined to take 
a day off and relieve themselves of the 
worry attached to the consideration of 
weighty matters connected with the 
city's welfare. They threw’ them off 
for the day In order that they may be 
better fitted to deal with the situation 
as it may arise to-day. 

Among those upon whom the greatest 
pressure is being brought to bear In an 
effort to bring them around In favor of 
the high-license measure is an employe 
of one of the members of the Board of 
Public Safety, and the members of this 
board are doing all In their power to 
bring about the passage of the ordi¬ 
nance providing for a higher saloon 
license.

DUTCH CABINET 

QUITS OFFICE 


DUE TO THE DEFEAT OF THE 
ARMY ESTIMATES BY 
PARLIAMENT. 


At least three of the Insurgents and 
probably more will go over to the side 
of the Administration to-night, it is be¬ 
lieved. The three men said to have 
been won over 5/ life Administration 
are C. Fred Vogter, Peter Ellwuwnger 
and Mr. Browning. Others, who, It is 
believed, wlli vote with the Administra¬ 
tion when the crucial moment arrives 
at to-night’s meeting are W. E. Boone 
and J. F. Bohannon. 

“If they bring up the original ordi¬ 
nance providing for a $500 license fe*. 
1 I shall likely vote aalnst it.” said 
Councilman Boone last night, “but if 
I •they’ amend the ordinance so as to 
make the license fee $300 a year, I may 
vote for It.” 

J. F. Bohhnnon, when asked Inst night 
w-hether he likely would vote with the 
Administration to-night, said that he 
was not sure Just how he would vote. 

“I think the saloon licenses should be 
$500 a year,.’’ he said, but I don’t fftvor 
voting to Increase the saloon licenses 
of the retailer* unless a heavier tax Is 
placed upon those who wholesale liq¬ 
uor.”

Georgetown, Ky., Dec. 25.—[Special.] 
—Throughout this Christmas day the 
Jury which is trying Caleb Powers for 
bis life for alleged complicity in the 
Goebel murder sat in the Jury box and 
heard testimohy from lips of witnesses 
called to the stand by the defendant. 
At the close of the day ten witnesses 
had testified, the deposition of Charles 
Finley, of Indiana, fugitive, and the 
testimony given on a former trial by 
the late Gen. D. R. Collier had been 
rc?ad to the Jury. This makes a total 
°f eighty-three defense witnesses 
whose testimony has gone to the Jury 
on this trial. The defense expects to 
conclude Its case to-morrow. Rebuttal 
witnesses are being called In by the 
Commonw’ealth lawyers. 

The trial to-day on a generally ob¬ 
served holiday attracted an unusual 
crow’d to the court room at both the 
morning and afternoon sessions of 
court. 

Probably the most important witness 
of the day was Walter R Day. of 
Breathitt county. State Treasurer of 
Kentucky in the early part of 1900. Mr. 
day had been on the stand at several 
of the trials of the Goebel murder 
cases. A new feature of hl^ testimony 
as detailed to-day to the Jurjr was that 
two weeks before the shooting of Goe¬ 
bel at the time of his (Day's) conver¬ 
sation with Henry E. Youtsey, which 
conversation he had before this told of.

LINE OFFICER IS SILENT. 


Washington. Dec. 25*—That a serious 
breach exists between thb Bureau of 
Navigation and the Bureau of Medi¬ 
cine of the navy, involving the ques¬ 
tion of the responsibility of the latter 
bureau, was made apparent to-night In 
a statement Issuer by Surgeon Gen. 
Presley M. Rixey, of the navy. In which 
he touches upon the circumstances 
leading up to the probable selection by 
the President of a medical officer to 
command the hospital ship Relief over 
the protest of eRar Admiral Willard H. 
Brow’nson. Chief of the Bureau of Nav¬ 
igation. who yesterday sent his resig¬ 
nation to the President. While dis¬ 
claiming exact knowledge as to the 
cause of Admiral Brownson’s resigna¬ 
tion, the Surgeon General's statement 
leaves little room for doubt that the 
controversy he reviews/was a potent 
factor. 

Surgeon Gen Rixey maintains that 
hospital ship*, as a rule, have always 
been commanded by medical officers, 
with a sailing master and civilian crew 
for purpose* of navigation. This par¬ 
ticular vessel, he says, formerly be¬ 
longed to the army and always was 
commanded by a medical officer when 
used as a hospital ship. In attempting 
to unify the medical services of the 
army and the navy he says that a joint 
army and navy board of medical offi¬ 
cers which w'«s convened by executive 
order more than a year agv> recom¬ 
mended that hospital ships should be 
commanded by medical- officers, and 
that that recommendation was ap¬ 
proved by both the Secretory of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy In gen¬ 
eral orders. Since the Civil War. he 
says, all hospital ships and medical 
transports of the army had been 
placed under the Surgeon General of 
the army He says further that Jap¬ 
anese naval hospital ships were com¬ 
manded by medical officers after hav¬ 
ing tried line officers. 

• • • 

Ships Merely Floating Hospitals. 

These ships, he says, are simply 
floating hospitals, properly under the 
control of the medical department, and 
should be conduotod In peace exactly 
as In time of war. This Is esp*>claliy 
so, he adds, because during war time 
line officers ctnnot bo spared, and do 
not, and should not, desire the com¬ 
ma ml of these ships. 

He maintain* that it always has been 
a doubtful question If the Geneva and 
The Hague agreements could guaran¬ 
tee the neutrality of these ships If com¬ 
batant (line) officers nnd crew were 
aboard, nnd It was with doubt which 
prevented the Japanese during the re¬ 
cent war with Russia from using line 
officers on hospital ships.

He adds that he cannot understand how 
Admiral Brownaon should be especially 
Interested In the officering of the hos¬ 
pital Ships, as his duties He in another 
direction, and that he should nod inter¬ 
fere in a matter pertaining entirely to 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
and therefore to be decided by the Sec¬ 
retary of.the Navy. The Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral’s suatement In full follows:

They have fired while far 
out of range and have succeeded only In 
wounding the game, which has run until 
exhausted. . 

“Unless some other hunter has had 
the good fortune to find this animal the 
chances are It has starved to death or 
died from the fever of Its wounds. The 
years of close season. w*tvb men hunting 
for other gam© In the woods, had led 
th© deer to become unafraid of men. 

"It Is tho man with no knowledge of 
woodcraft or hunting who has been re- 
Hionslbl© for the many wounded deer. 
If I ever wound a fox my dogs will help 
n.e trull him until 1 can put him out of 
suffering. The scattering buckshot out 
of killing range gives these green hunt¬ 
er* a great advantage In wounding their 
deer. With a single bull In smooth b^r© 
or till© th© chances oxo they would never 
have hit the deer at tho distance they 
fired.” _ .

This interesting question may be 
threshed out in a debate before the 
District bar. if Senator P. C. Knox, 
of Pennsylvania, accepts a challenge 
given him by Dr. Hannis Taylor, of 
Alabama, former Minister to Spain. Dr. 
Taylor says the honor belongs to 
Pelatlah Webster, of Pennsylvania Ho 
offered what seemed to be convincing 
evidence to support his contention in 
a recent magazine article, and In a 
treatise which he subsequently pre¬ 
sented to Congress. But Senator Knox, 
in his address before the New England 
society dinner in Philadelphia Monday 
night, gave the credit of being the 
Original architect of the Constitution 
to Benjamin Franklin. This has stirred 
the blood of controvert in the veins 
of Dr. Taylor, and he has formally 
ofTered to debate the question with Sen¬ 
ator Knox before the District Bar As¬ 
sociation.

A Noted Authority. 


Dr. Taylor Is the author of the work 
“The Origin and Growth of the English 
Constitution." This work holds rank 
with Bryce's “American Common¬ 
wealth." Dr. Taylor is a profound 
student and Jurist, and he says he wel¬ 
comes the fact that Senator Knox has 
seen fit :o take issue with him because 
It will give him fuller opportunity to 
set forth the distinguished claims of 
Pelatlah Webster to being the original 
designer of the Constitution. 

Concerning Webster. Dr. Taylor said 
he "gave to the world the path-break¬ 
ing idea of a Federal Government 
operating directly upon the citizens and 
not upon the States as corporations." 

Senator Knox in his address said he 
did not seek to detract one lota from 
the fame of Webster, and said he ad¬ 
mitted Dr. Taylor's assertion that a 
"Pennsvlvanian promulgated the great¬ 
est single effective Federal principle 
civilization has produced." but that the 
man entitled to the credit of its firs’- 
public announcement was Benjamin 
Franklin.

Dolliver Will Help Allison.

Senator Dolliver, of Iowa, is plan¬ 
ning to start for the Hawkeye State 
early in January for the purpose or 
taking part In the camoaim for the 
re-election of his colleague. Senator Al¬ 
lison. Senator Dolliver will speak in 
Dess Moines, Davenport and elsewhere 
In the Stale, urging the voters of ljwa 
to re-elect Fenaur /fi.son, who Is op¬ 
posed to Gov.

Capt. Tom # Maher To Be Reduced. 


'There Is not going to be such an 
awfully big shake-up | n the Police De¬ 
partment," he said "There will not 
be nearly so much doing as people Im¬ 
agine. There will be a shake-up In the 
Detective Department, and Capt. Tom 
Maher Is stated for reduction. He will 
be permitted to remain In the depart¬ 
ment. but he will not be Chief of De¬ 
tectives after the first of the year." 

When asked whether William DeFor- 
ester. formerly a member of the De¬ 
tective Department, likely would be 
named to succeed Capt. Maher as Chief 
of Detectives, the Republican shook his 
head and looked wise. 

"There Is a fight on there." he said, 
"and I don't know how it will end. but 
I believe DeForester will lose. There 
Is a dark horse, by that I mean some 
one whose name has never been men¬ 
tioned In the papers, who Is running 
Mr DeForester n neck and neck race 
I believe the dark horse will win. In 
which event Capt. Maher will be al¬ 
lowed to continue as a member of the 
Detective Department. Should DeFor¬ 
ester win Capt Maher might as well 
resign at once, as it will oulv be a mat¬ 
ter of time until he Is asked to do so." 

Changes in the Police and Fire De¬ 
partments likely will be announced to¬ 
morrow or next day. There Is hardly 
a doubt but that changes will be an¬ 
nounced to take effect January 1. The 
changes have all with one or two ex¬ 
ceptions been agreed upon.

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The editor of the Courier-Journal 
confesses himself beholden to the edi¬ 
tor of the Owensboro Messenger for the 
following generous and truthful state¬ 
ment: 

•The Louisville Times, usually a very 
accurate newspaper, undertakes to quote 
the editor of the Messenger as the author 
of the scurrilous attack upon Mr. Wat- 
terson, a neat hie possible candidacy for 
Governor In 1903. No such article ever 
appeared In tho Messenger, and the 
Times ts hardly excusable for attempting 
to saddle upon this paper tho responsi¬ 
bility for such drivel. The editor of the 
Messenger has oftlmes disagreed with 
Mr. Watterson on public questions, but 
has never had any sympathy or patience 
with the criticisms tliut have boon hurled 
M him about a passing fancy as to the 
governorship, which he abandoned In full 
good humor at least it year before the 
nomination was made in 1903.*' 

Mr. Woodson may bo assured that 
tho error of tho Eventing Times was 
the fault, or rather the mistake, of the 
Exchange Editor, and not of any ulte¬ 
rior design, which was foreign to Jts 
thought. The matter Is not very seri¬ 
ous, or irreparable. Naturally Mr. 
Watterson feels ill-used to be saddled 
with a personal resentment toward 
Governor Beckham, of which he never 
dreamed, his relations with the Gov¬ 
ernor both before and after the time 
indicated being of the friendliest; nor 
any cross word from him until he was 
unprovokedly and wantonly as&niled 
by the Governor himself. 

The Methods of Muckrakers. 

The axiom of a great many unin¬ 
formed readers Is "if you see it in a 
magazine it's so." Tho magazine goes 
about the business of reporting so much 
more deliberately than the newspaper. 
It does not merely aond out a working¬ 
man with a pencil and a pad and a 
pair of able legs to hunt truth, but 
employs, as often as not, an author 
whose name in gilt letters has been 
seen upon the back of many a book/ 
And the author does not merely report. 
Ho investigates expertly and makes 
literature of tho "story" lie handles. 
Ho does not know anything about lo¬ 
cal conditions when he arrives to in¬ 
vestigate, but his is a trained mind. 
Ho readily absorbs all of tho facts 
necessary to make an article of con¬ 
suming interest. To nearly everyone 
who does not know anything about tho 
matters touched upon tho article bears 
the stamp of truth In every paragraph. 
Frequent !y i( Is full of surprises, and 
thrills pleasant or otherwise, to per¬ 
sons who, being upon the ground, know 
whether the article Is accurate. A lit¬ 
tle light is thrown upon tho methods 
of one of tho muckrakers by a state¬ 
ment of Dr. Allco Hamilton before the 
Chicago Institute of Social Science. 

Chicago has never ranked high as a 
center of puritanism. A long 
Mime ago William T. Stead wrote a 
book called "If Christ Came to Chi¬ 
cago," which convinced many persons 
that the Illinois metropolis was quite 
the most infamous sinkhole of Iniquity 
upon the map. From time to time since 
then Chicago has had tho honor of 
being muckraked. Recently a maga¬ 
zine writer from New York did her 
the honor once more. Dr. Hamilton 
makes. In explanation of the writer's 
method of obtaining "facts," this state¬ 
ment of an Interview: 

He called, notebook In Hand. "Now, 
doctor.” he said, "bow large Is the traffic 
In cocaine?” 

"I don't know," I said. "We’ve never 
been able to get any statistics on the sub¬ 
ject." 

"Well,” he said, "can't you make on 
estimate?" 

"No." I answered, “I can't even guess, 
t wouldn't know whore to start.” He did 
»ome figuring and then looked up brightly. 

"Counting lO.Otf) women of the under¬ 
world In Chicago—” he began. 

"Why. where did you get those figures?” 
I njdtfd in surprise. "We have often won. 
dared Just whnt tho number was." 

"Oh, I estimated It,’* he sold. "You’ve 
got a population of 2.0Q0.1U). There should 
he 10.009 such women. Half of thus© women 
are inveterate users of cocaine.” 

"How do you know they are?” I ven¬ 
tured. 

"It stands to reason." he returned. 
"Half is a very conservative estimate." 

"It may bo conservative," I said, “but 
you could hardly call it exact.” Ho 
thought It was exact enough. 

It Ik not often that a great propor¬ 
tion of the readers of a widely circu¬ 
lated magazine have any means of 
Judging the truth or falsity of an ar¬ 
ticle it prints. The protesting voices 
of the few readers who are upon the 
ground is drowned by the scream of 
jz litlf <uch n j» "Chicago, a Study of 


Immoralities." upon the covers of many 
thousands of magazines distributed 
from New York to the Pacific coast, 
and the muckraker passes as a dis¬ 
seminator of truth becauea ho speaks 
In many places simultaneously and 
there are not many persons who are In 
a position to contradict him. 

If the statement of Dr. Hamilton is 
true It brings to light the slipshod 
methods of one contributor to a sen¬ 
sational magazine. Ample evidence of 
the failure of others to secure, or stick 
to, important facts, have been afforded 
when special writers from the ten-'cent 
magazines have discussed affairs In 
Kentucky. Like its peripatetic con¬ 
tributors tho magazine is under no 
urgent necessity of maintaining Its 
character for "truth and veracity" In 
the various communities it investigates. 
The lightning of Us genius rarely 
strikes twice In the same place. A 
slander of Chicago makes no impres¬ 
sion In St. Louis or Milwaukee, inac¬ 
curacies as to conditions In Ken¬ 
tucky do not impress tho reader 
in Rhode Island, and tho maga¬ 
zine goes merrily upon Its way. suf¬ 
fering very little 111 effect from Its "yel¬ 
lowing" of situations. 

It would be unfair to assume that all 
of the muckraking magazines are In¬ 
tentionally untruthful, or that all of 
the contributors are maliciously so. but 
tho yellow magazine, like the yellow 
Journal, mu*t have Its "human inter¬ 
est story," even If It secures It by sac¬ 
rificing accuracy, and many of the 
highly-colored articles that depict hor¬ 
rible conditions in cities and States far 
removed from the seat of publication 
or at the seat of nutionul government 
should be taken with a grain of salt. 
Often they are written by contributors 
who are sent out for sensations, and 
are situated somewhat like tho boy 
who went after the groundhog.

The Shopping Treatment. 

The superintendent of a St. Louis 
asylum has adopted shopping as a con¬ 
tributory means of treating insanity. 
As the moot propitious time for the 
treatment he chose the busy Christmas 
season. Daily, while the rush was on, 
he sent forth sixty patients to undergo 
the shopping treatment. In and out the 
the stores they went. They watched, 
other women In action, and If they were 
so minded thcqpselves they also go into 
the game. 

In explanation of this course of treat¬ 
ment the superintendent says that the 
patients must have recreation, and no 
recreation can surpass a day in the 
stores. Just as normal persons are 
better merry than melancholy, so. he 
says, are his patients improved by any¬ 
thing which pleasantly occupies their 
minds "without exciting their nerve*.” 
He finds the treatment is proving bene¬ 
ficial. 

Theoretically the thing sounds well 
enough. During the Christmas rush 
nobody Lg in appearance more insane 
than anybody else. The sane and the 
insane are on a common footing. Mix 
the two classes up in a deportment 
store and any human eye Is defied to 
detect the one from the other. And, 
what Is more comforting, everybody 
in petticoats is happy. It was an In¬ 
spiration that came over the asylum 
superintendent. He has found a way 
whereby the insane may be turned 
loose without aro-uslng suspicion, and 
gray lives may be lighted up with a 
supreme Joy which necessarily must 
make (or benefit.

(Coizular Reports.] 

In answer to -a number of American 
inquiries, Frederick D. Cloud, student in¬ 
terpreter at the Shanghai Consulate Gen¬ 
eral. furnishes the following Information 
concerning the conditions surrounding 
tho ginseng trade In China: 

Many of tho Chinese believe that when 
all other remedies fall, and death is at 
hand, ginseng has the power to bring 
back health and longevity; hence, when 
they fool tho need of it, they will pay 
fabulous prices for certain kinds of roots. 
A root to be really valuable as a com¬ 
modity must como from the mountains 
of Kirin or be reputed to have come from 
there. It must be bifurcated, so as lo 
resemble as much as possible the human 
form, and bo semi-t runs parent, dry and 
flinty. Of course, the larger the root the 
better, and as It Is sold by weight it is 
rot uncommon for a good specimen to 
bring as much os 6100 an ounce. The 
vulue of such a root is in its shape, its 
texture, the manner In which It has been 
cured and the region whence it came. 
But It must he borne In mind that, out 
of a great quantity of roots, only a few 
of the kind described can be obtained, so 
that the average price of ginseng is even 
greatly less than 6100 per pound. 

Native or wild ginseng always com¬ 
mands a higher price than the' cultivated 
root, and that from the United States Is 
mostly of the cultivated variety. Th.* 
best price In Shangtial for American gln- 

ng at the present time seems to be 
64 to 6T» per pound. 

Almost the whole ginseng trade df 
China Is controlled by a group of Chinese 
merchants whose headquarters are In 
Hong Kong. They fix the prices, both 
wholesale and retail, and regulate from 
year to year the amount of ginseng Im¬ 
ported Into Chinn. In this w*ay a prac¬ 
tical monopoly of the trade Is obtained. 
This is why It Is so difficult for Amer¬ 
ican growers of ginseng to deal directly 
with Chinese merchants, and It Is this 
feature of the trade that makes It more 
profitable ns a rule to the small grower 
in the United States to sell his ginseng 
to some local commission house, rather 
than to sbfp it to China himself.

After nine years of study and work 
Will iam Chariest ream, of BroadwayS 
West New Brighton, S. I., has perfee'ed 
a piece of mechanism he declares Is un¬ 
equalled In the wortd. The wark repre¬ 
sents a miniature railway, with switches, 
a draw-bridge, signals and stations. 

From hammered Un, mountains and vol¬ 
leys have been contracted. Ponds, in 
which goldfish swim and electric foun¬ 
tains constantly throw vart-colored 
streams of water, combine to make a 
beautiful sight An automatic drawbridge 
Is operated by electricity. Miniature 
electric cars run over the mountains and 
through the volleys. 

The cars nro operated by a third rail 
system of his own Invention. On a small 
Incline Is located a power house with 
dynamos and armatures which furnish 
power for tne system. The cars are light, 
ed by electricity. Small stations, wilfe 
uniformed guards, are placed at intervals, 
and the cars stop at these stations auto¬ 
matically. The signal lights flash a* the 
cars approach the switches, which also 
operate automatically, allowing cars to 
puss each other. 

The drawbridge is in the center of the 
pom), and when the bridge opens small 
ships pass through, o/>d when they clear 
the bridge closes and permits the cars to 
p*r«3 over. BrnaU houses lighted by elec¬ 
tricity are In the valleys and camps of 
miniature soldiers are along the moun¬ 
tain sides.

NEW CO-OPERATIVE PROJECT. 
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(New York Times.] 

An nrts-and-crafts bukery has been 
added to the list of hand-m.tde furnlairo, 
hand-woven rugs and hand-worked mciui 
put out by the various craftsmen’s settle¬ 
ments. The bakeshop his been opened at 
Alpln|. N. VI.. and sends out its wares In 
dust-proof packages. But the object of 
the new bakary is not so much to pro¬ 
vide germ-free bread and. cookies as to Il¬ 
lustrate a new theory of industrial life. 

According to the plans of its founder, 
Prof, Copeland, of Wesleyan University, 
this factory Is to be educational os well 
as productive, and the working unit is 
not the day laborer, but the family. The 
factor}' forms an Industrial settlement 
where the women live and work with 
their children, who help around the shop, 
and tn that way gain their industrial 
training. Aside from this, regular play 
and school hours are assigned, so that the 
Uttle apprentices are In no way the neg¬ 
lected, overworked victims pictured in 
child-labor literature. The men In the es¬ 
tablishment are old hands, who through 
age or illness can no longer do the full 
day's w'ork required by the trade unions. 
They como to the bread shop and put 
In as much time an they are able to, and 
arc paid accordingly. 

The salaries are regulated by a point 
system. For so many hours' work each 
helper—man. woman or child—receives so 
many points to his credit. On pay day 
the profits of the factory are divided 
among the hands, each getting an amount 
In pruj>ortlon to the number of points 
to his credit. There are now forty fami¬ 
lies on the waiting list, in addition to the 
helpers already in the shop.

Not many years ago th« r«- was some 
friction between Italy and the TlnlteJ 
States consequent upon the lynching of 
certRln Italian subjects at New Orleans. 
They wrerc not veiy cieJItnbJe subject*. fo r 
they were under Indictment for murder 
and were strongly suspected of being 
guilty through their membership in the 
Mafia organization of ns*assins, but that 
did not Justify the New Orleans mol* 
which took them from the jail and strung 
them up according to the process of 
Judge Lynch. 

A little later a similar Incident occurred 
In Mississippi, with regard to which the 
Uallatx Ambaiumdor ugntn appeared as 
the plain tiff, und now Bnron Mayor De* 
Planches Is reported to have called on 
Secretary Root for the/qjurpose of direct¬ 
ing his attention to tne recent killing of 
two Italians in a lumber camp near Ch.at- 
bamvllle. La., who were attacked as unde- 
sired and undesirable competitors by a 
crowd of white and colored laborers there 
assembled. Baron Des Planches also en¬ 
tered a protest against the recent de¬ 
struction of tobacco farms owned by Ital¬ 
ians In Kentucky by "night riders.” 

It Is stated that the best Secretary 
Root could do toward the satisfaction of 
Italy’s representative was to assure him 
that the Governor* of the States In ques¬ 
tion would be tnmmunlratcri with, would 
be reminded that the United States has 
a treaty with Italy whereby Italian sub¬ 
jects resident here are assured the equal 
protection of the law and would be asked 
to do better another time. That is not 
satisfaction of a substantial kind, but It 
was all that Secretary Root was able to 
extend. 

As everyone knows, the United States 
Is not In a position to enforce in all re¬ 
spects the ' treaties into which it enters 
nnd to fulfill the promises it makes. Un¬ 
der the existing body of luwx it possesses 
only a limited Jurisdiction, and. as was 
lately exemplified under mortifying cir¬ 
cumstances at sSan Francisco, muBl bar¬ 
gain and appea. w’hen it ought to be able 
to command. 

This Is an anomalous und regrettable 
condition of affairs. Other countries can¬ 
not be required or expected to under¬ 
stand or to respect the peculiarities of 
our Internal organization. When they 
complain of our failure to fulfill our treaty 
obligations they are not convincingly an¬ 
swered when we say that we are very 
sorry’, but that the grievance stated 'does 
nut come under the Federal Jurisdiction 
but Is a matter to be dealt with by the 
Individual .State. The foreign Government 
has no relation toward or communication 
with any State. Us intercourse Is solely 
with the United States, and It naturally 
looks to the United States to be as good 
as Its word. 

This condition of affairs has lasted too 
long. Tho Constitution mokes treaties 
the supreme law of the land, and some 
way of enforcing them accordingly should 
be devised and adopted before the close 
of the current session.

CHILDREN WILL BE WELCOME. 


Although Upton Sinclair’s famous co¬ 
operative colony at Helicon Hall went 
up In smoko the Idea will not die, and 
11 new colony has sprung, phoenix-Uke, 
from the ashes of the old, says the New 
York Tribune. It is known os Kings¬ 
ley Center, located at Sixty-first and 
Spruce streets, Philadelphia, and is un¬ 
der the management of an ex-member 
of Upton Sinclair's Ill-fated community. 

The scene of the present enterprise 
sounds ideal. A block of new houses 
on one of the old residence streets, but 
on the edge of the country, and yet 
within easy access of the trolleys and 
the Market-street elevated cars, has 
been fitted up with a Wg community 
kitchen and central dining-room. Each 
family lives by Uself In a house of nine 
rooms, exactly # as !t would elsewhere, 
except that there are no Individual 
servants and the cooking Is done on a 
community b%tds for the whole block. 
The m^ala are-gtTyed in the central 
diningroom, "or an small private din¬ 
ing-rooms. as-The tenants may prefer. 

All Uiv complications of domestic 
sefvlcc are done away with except as 
regards laundry work. The manager 
does not yet see his way clear to com¬ 
pete with the city laundry service, but 
nil the other work is to be performed 
by trained assistants, provided by the 
management, on a par as to standing 
with trained nurses, who will have 
rooms In the upper port of the block, 
and at n fixed rate an hour will attend 
to the work of each house, leaving the 
mistress of the house free to dispose 
of her time to her own advantage and 
to that of her family. 

It If not the aim of the management 
to compete with the type of apartment 
house that caters to the idle classes, 
and the woman of leisure “who Is seek¬ 
ing some way of ousting off all home 
responsibilities that she may spend her 
time shopping or card playing*' Is dis¬ 
tinctly Informed that she Is not desired. 
But the busy mother with a lot of lit¬ 
tle frocks to make and little socks to 
mend Is Just the one who Is wanted. 

The most startling Innovation in the 
programme is the clause as to the de- 
Flrablllty of obildren. The little ones 
ore to be made welcome tn every pos¬ 
sible way. From the woods and the 
creek on the country side of the block, 
providing Ideal facilities for healthy 
outdoor Ufe, to the kindergarten and 
nursery within, where,, under the direc¬ 
tion of trained nurses and kindergart- 
ners. the physical and educational wel¬ 
fare of the children Is under constant 
supervision, nothing has been left un¬ 
done to moke them happy and good. 

Naturally, it Is desirable In a place 
of this kind that there bo some uni¬ 
formity In the scale of living, other¬ 
wise the ideas of people accustomed to 
living on a terrapin basis will conflict 
with those whose piece de resistance 
Is generally com beef. For this rea¬ 
wn only families having an Income of 
from $1,500 to $2,500 a year are Invited 
to apply. 

And the expanse of this manner of 
living Is no more than a family in these 
circumstance* would be under el»e- 
where. Nine room houses nr* rented 
for $30 a month. Meals for the week 
are $6 for adults and $5 for children 
under fourteen. The rates p«t!d the 
servants will amount to much less than 
where one family must employ them 
exclusively, and, adding the copt of 
each family's laundry, lt would seem 
easier to keep the living rates within 
definite bounds’ than Is tho case With 
the more fluctuating expenses of the 
average household. /

A moil can ideas, energy and money 
have made a new Manila—a modem 
elt$* that Is more cleanly and healthy 
than many cities In the United Slates, 
writes a Manila correspondent of the 
New York Herald. They have made 
it the beat all round city in the Orient. 
They first made It thoroughly clean 
and wholesome, and now they are re¬ 
arranging and rebuilding it to fit it for 
the best purposes and comforts of mod¬ 
ern life. 

In doing this much of the old city j 
that was attractive to the eye and to 
the mind has been saved, so that If j 
the general plan of improvement Is in-! 
tolllgently carried forward there can be j 
a hgppy combination of the old and the; 
new. the Orient and the Occident, the 
North and the South, that must moke 
an attractive city. 

The greatest boast of the new city 
is its new cleanliness. The old city was 
foul, uncomfortable and unhealthy. At 
least it was when the Americans came 
tn August, 181)8, when for four mouths 
the Spaniards had been confined to the 
olty by an lnsurrecto Investment and 
an American blockade. The Spaniards 
were at a disadvantage then, but they | 
evidently failed In times of peace to 
devote proper attention to sanitation. 
The hold that the cholera <ook and re¬ 
tained four years after American oc¬ 
cupation Is pretty good demonstration 
of that fact. 

It was a big order to clean Manila, 
but the Americans kept at It to final 
success. They went from street to 
street, frony alley to alley, from canal 
to canal, from house to house—all in:

KING EDWARD AS A FARMER. 

[Westminster Gazette.] 

The rich crop of prizes which the 
King's* cattle and eheep have won at 
the Bingley HaJI show, Birmingham, is 
the latest demonstration of his maj¬ 
esty’s success as a farmer, of which 
he is so deservedly proud. When the 
King began breeding nearly forty years 
j ago the Sandringham farm lands wore 
j in an til most hopeless condition, barren 
; and barely capable of cultivation. To- 
( day, according to Rider Haggard. "It 
is a wonderful farm, for nowhere is 
I so much high-bred stock to be seen 
' on the same area." Rut probably no- 
I w here will you find such an array of 
I plates and cups won at shows a* that 
which Sandringham boasts. At a sin¬ 
gle exhibition his majesty once won no 
; fewer than fourteen first prizes. In 
1903 he Captured five first prizes and 
cups. In addition to numerous seconds 
and third*; In 1904 his prizes numbered 
twenty; In 1905 he won a champion 
plate, a challenge cup and eighteen 
other prizes. Including four firsts, while 
last year he took at the Smlthfteld 
, show ten firsts, nine "breed* cups and 
plates, six other prize* and several 
“highly eommendeds.” and every prize 
winner he has bred himself. 


The change In street conditions and 
Acencs has been simply wondaaful. 
Mile* of substantial paving have W?en 
put down, narrow streets have been 
widened, new' streets have been opened, 
a wonderful system of electric rail¬ 
way* has largely supplanted the di¬ 
minutive pony and the lumbering water 
buffalo, and now modcr^ water and 
sewer systems a re being Installed. 
Parks and boulevards around the 
Walled City have been practically com- j 
pleted, dozen** of new buildings for 
public and private use have been erect¬ 
ed alt over the city and a new water 
fmmifcage has been reclaimed from the 
bay opposite the Walled City. 

Police and fire protection have been 
brought to ft state wojLhy of emulation 
I by scores of important American cltlei. 
and the city government and courts in¬ 
stituted by American authority nre do- 
ing their work in a highly creditable 
manner. , | 

Conditions of life have been entirely j 
changed Under American control. Re- . 
frlgeratlcin. supplemented by a bountL* 
ful local fruit, vegetable and fish mar- . 
ket, has given a food supply that for 
or*t and variety Is the equal of the, 
average wortft city, and In the Im- ; 
proved stores and shops one cun pur¬ 
chase the modes of America. England. 
France and Germany. The abnormal 
conditions of isolation and war have 
paused away and prices generally have 
reached an almost true economic level. 

• • • 

Exaggerated Notions. 

The American conception of cost, 
comfort and health in this tropic city 
in exaggerated. The normal man may 
live the gool normal life her**, do the 
normal amount of work, buy his neces¬ 
sities at normal cost, and exist tho 
normal yeans. Even hard manual la¬ 
bor under a tropic sun htu* been possi¬ 
ble for some of the more hardy Ameri¬ 
cans, and light work on farms und 
plantations would be bearable for 
many. The cities and country are not 
unhealthy and the hot tropic sun not 
unkindly to the man or woman who Is 
prepared to live sanely and conserva¬ 
tively. 

Entirely new business conditions are 
controlling the islands and Manila In 
particular. The earlier American busi¬ 
ness development was a mushroom 
growth that sprang from and thrived 
upon the abnormal conditions of war. 
It has largely passed with the with¬ 
drawal of the troops. 

A striking feature of the city life l* 
the changed appearance of the Fili¬ 
pinos. They actually show a striking 
improvement In appearance and gurb. 
Thi*y are being paid higher wages than 
ever before and their appearance 
show's they ore better fed and belter 
kept. The old American belief that 
the American system would produce 
“greater wants” on the purl of the peo¬ 
ple, and, therefore, an incentive to 
work, seems In a superficial examina¬ 
tion of the people to be in process of 
verification. 

The attitude of the American colony 
changes with time. In the earlier times 
It rebelled ngainat conditions. It re¬ 
belled against the* Idea that the country 
belonged to the Filipino and should be 
conserved for him. It revolted at the 
Idea that the conqueror should give 
place to the conquered. It opposed the 
Taft Administration, and for years was 
a seething little m.*a of politics. It was 
largely recruited from the army that 
hud fought the Filipinos and It balked 
at the “brotherly love" Idea- And 
within Itself It wns divided and sub¬ 
divided. All the wheels did not revolve 
in the same direction. It generally took 
a narrow view and missed the larger 
vision.

One is disposed to start off, 
when required, nt the top of his 
speed; annrther must have a little time 
to warm to his work and to get wall 
Into it. 

These peculiarities arc- so accurately 
mastered by skillful drivers that only 
particular men can persuade part leu Ur 
engines to <lo their best, lt would 
seem a« If some of these “excellent 
monsters" declared, on belpg brought 
out of the shod: "If it’s Smith who Is 
to drive me, I won't go; if It’s my 
friend Sitokes, I am agreeable to any¬ 
thing!"

FLAMES INTERRUPT 
CHRISTMAS DINNER 


CORP. JOHN HARRINGTON’S 
HOME BADLY DAMAGED. 


HENRY MEYER, SUBSTITUTE 
FIREMAN, INJURED. 


AN HOUR’S FIGHT WITH FIRE, 


While seated at his Christmas dinner 
at his home, 2310 Rowan street, with 
his family gathered expectantly around 
him. Corporal John Harrington, of the 
Fourth police district, was suddenly 
notifhxl by a neighbor, who rushed Into 
his house, that his roof was burning 
over him. An alarm was turned in from 
box 663. and No. 4 and No. 12 engine 
compand os and No. 4 hook and ladder 
summoned to the scene. After fighting 
the fire for over an hour the firemen 
succeeded In extinguishing It. but not 
without heavy damage to the house and 
injury to one of the firemen. 

The fire Is thought to have started 
in one of the front rooms of the second 
story and to have been due to a de¬ 
fective flue. While the firemen were 
fighting the fire under the roof Henry 
Meyer, a substitute fireman of No. 4 
hook and ladder company, fell from 
the ladder he was psoendlng. to the 
ground and was painfully Injured. He 
was removed to the City Hospital, 
where his Injuries were found to con¬ 
sist of a broken right foot/ and painful 
bruises .about the body. 

The damage to the Harrington home 
was heavy, the entire roof being burned 
off and the front part of the house all 
but consumed to the ground.

Slashes Negro In Back and Then 
Hides On Top of Wardrobe 
From Police. 


A lid less Christmas proved too much 
for Thomas Hord. a negro, living In 
Reed alley, between Chestnut and Mag¬ 
azine and Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets, and shortly after dinner he 
sauntered out upon the street, declar¬ 
ing that he would whip anyone who 
met him and anyone who refused to 
meet him. At Thirteenth and Chestnut 
streets he Is said to have strengthened 
the force of his assertion by flashing a 
formidable-looking knife and conse¬ 
crating it to other uses than Christmas 
turkeys. Percy Cox. a negro, who hap¬ 
pened to bo within the swathe of Hord’s 
knife, lies badly cut and stabbed about 
the side and back and Hord himself 
ate a Christmas supper In the Jail ns 
a result of the “cut-up" that occurred 
at that corner. 

Herd Is said to have engaged in pro¬ 
miscuous slashing at Thirteenth and 
Chestnut streets, and when Cox Inter¬ 
fered Hord is said to have turned upon 
him and stabbed him several times In 
the side. As Cox turned the other ne¬ 
gro Is said to have pursued him and In- 
filetod several more gnshes. Cox slag- 
' gored Into the drug store of Meek & 
Albert's at Thirteenth and Chestnut 
streets and asked for medico] attention. 
An ambulance was summoned from the 
City Hospital and the Injured man was 
taken there. He was said to be In a 
very serious condition, owlng to the 
stab In the back. 

Hord, who fled from the scene of the 
cutting, was later arrested by Sergt. 
Gibbons and Patrolman Callahan. He 
had taken refuge in his father’s house 
In Reed alley and when the two police¬ 
man arrived they could not And him. 
After a long search through ©very part 
of the house Sergt. Gibbons suddenly 
looked up In one of the rooms and saw 
a foot dangling from the top of^a ward¬ 
robe. Hord was ordered to come down, 
with hands up and after the perform¬ 
ance of this by no means easy task was 
placed under arrest and lodged In the 
Ja»l on the charge of malicious cutting. 


None was so poor In Jeffersonville 
yesterday but what he was able to 
celebrate Christmas in some way, even 
If It was humbly. It was the general 
sentiment last night that the day had 
never been observed more thoroughly 
In the city, and In many Instances the 
offerings were more profuse than ever 
before. The local merchants did a good 
business, but most of It was ou Sat¬ 
urday, Monday and Tuesday. They 
could have done better, but were satis¬ 
fied as it was. At every homo where 
the luxury could be offered there was 
a turkey feast, and reunions were nu¬ 
merous. 

A peculiar feature of the celebration 
of yesterday was the lack of noise. This 
was due largely to an order Issued by 
tiie Board of Metropolitan Polio© Com¬ 
missioners forbidding the sale of dan¬ 
gerous explosives, blank cartridges and 
toy pistols. On Christmas eve there 
was practically no firing of shooting 
crackers, and yesterday the same con¬ 
ditions existed. As a result no acci¬ 
dents were reported, while peace and 
giK>d will prevailed. The saloons war* 
closed as tightly as they generally are 
on restricted days and there was little 
disturbance on account of drink. 

Several of the churches had Sunday- 
school entertainments, and at the In¬ 
diana Reformatory the Inmates were 
given their fill of baked chicken and 
a bill of fare Including other good 
things to eat, topping it off with mince 
pie, salted peanuts and mixed candy. 
In the chapel DeWltt Miller enter¬ 
tained the “shut-ins" and mode them 
forget for the time being home and dis¬ 
graced friends. A chicken dinner was 
served at the county Jail by Sheriff 
John S. Pernott. and at the poor farm 
there was a feast prepared by Mrs. J. 
L. Carr, the matron. 

The traction lines had their Christ¬ 
mas on Tuesday, and U was almost 
Impossible to accommodate the travel 
between Louisville and Jeffersonville. 
On the line of the Indianapolis and 
Louisville Traction Company, which 
hits Just been thrown open, the cars 
had to be run In two sections to carry 
the crowds.

Body of Woman Who Died Suddenly 
Said To Have Been Interred. 

Not until yesterday did It become 
known to Fro man M. Coots, of Jeffer¬ 
sonville, Coroner of Clark county. In¬ 
diana, that Mrs. Alice Boyd, who was 
the wdfe of John Boyd, had been found 
dead in bed at her home near Wash¬ 
ington on last Friday morning and had 
been burled last Sunday a* the Barnes 
cemetery Coroner Coots said that he 
had not been officially Informed of the 
death. He said he did not know how a 
burial permit could be Issued under the 
circumstances and that he would confer 
with Dr. W. M. Varble, secretary of the 
Clark county Board of Health, as to 
what course he should pursue. 

Under the law there Is a heavy fine 
for burying a body without first ob¬ 
taining a burial certificate. 

Information of the death of Mrs. 
Boyd reached Jeffersonville through 
h^r husband, who told an acquaintance 
that his wife hAd died. She worked in 
her kitchen nil of Thursday. December 
19. projwaring meals for a crew operat¬ 
ing n com shredder on the farm, and 
seemed to he In good health, although 
she had for some time complained of 
heart trouble. 

'There is no Insinuation that Boyd at¬ 
tempted to *vndo the law. as there was 
no reason why he should, but the be’lef 
exists that he was not familiar with 
the statutes In such cases. Mra Boyd 
belonged to an influential family In Or¬ 
egon township, Clark county. Indiana, 
and before her marriage, some fifteen 
years ago, was Miss Alice Cortner. She 
was nbout forty-seven yea rs old. and 
besides her husband is survived by two 
daughters, one of whom Is twelve years 
old and the other nine.
